HERZ!®STEIN KILLED 


Constitutional Democrat Shot Down 
While Walking With 


WIFE AND DAUGHTER 


Took an Active Part 
In 
Delibera­ 
tion* of Loner Home of Par* 


(lam ent, Healthy anti Idol 


o! the Peasant*. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. I.—The report 
of the murder of M. Herzenstein, a for­ 
mer member of the outlawed parlia­ 
ment, in which he was a prominent 
leader of the Constitutional Democrats, 
Is confirmed. 
It turns out that he 
was assassinated at his country house, 
close to Terriokl, Finland, by men In 
the pay of the Black Hundred. 
Her- 
sensteln was walking along; the sea­ 
shore with his wife 
and 
daughter 
when several shots were fired at him 
from an unoccupied building. He was 
hit twice and fell dead. 
His daugh­ 
ter was wounded In a hand. The mur­ 
derers escaped. 
A remarkable 
fact is that 
three 
hours prior to the murder a telephone 
message was received at a newspaper 
office from Moscow asking for news 
of Herzenstein and saying It was re­ 
ported at Moscow that he had been 
assassinated. 
M. Herzenstein was of Jewish de­ 
scent and very wealthy. 
His attacks 
on the minister of finance In the lower 
house of parliament attracted wide­ 
spread attention. 
He supported the 
Constitutional Democrat scheme for 
land 
expropriation. 
His family 
re­ 
nounced the Jewish faith and became 
Orthodox Russians several generations 
ago. 
He occupied a prominent place 
In Moscow society and was the popu­ 
lar idol among the peasants.

M A D IN E C O N T R A D IC T S . 


Mayfield, Ky., Aug. l.-r-The hanging 
of Allen Mathis, the negro who crim­ 
inally assaulted Miss Ethel McLain 
last Wednesday night, took place at 8 
o clock Tuesday night In a legal man­ 
ner in the yard of the county Jail. 
Fully 10,000 people were on the scene, 
but only a few hundred could see the 
execution, though almost the entire 
fence surrounding 
the 
scaffold had 
been torn down by the enraged citi­ 
zens while the trial was going on. 
It 
was only fifty minutes from the time 
the Jury w-as sworn In until the negro 
was pronounced dead. 
Mathis arrived here at 6:40 o’clock 
Tuesday evening from Louisville 
in 
charge of Deputy Sheriffs Oscar 
El­ 
more and John Galloway and the mi­ 
litia company of Hopkinsville. 
The 
local militia met the train, and the ne­ 
gro was marched to the courthouse. 
Several attempts were made to seize 
the negro, and he was twice In pos- 
slon of the Infuriated mob. 
The sol­ 
diers quickly surrounded the negro, 
and a number of members of the Hop­ 
kinsville company were compelled to 
draw their guns and threaten to use 
them unless the mob fell back. 
The 
negro would have met his death by 
lynching, but the mob decided to let 
the law inflict the punishment after 
it proceeded that far. 
The largest number of people ever 
seen on the streets of Mayfield were 
here Tuesday night, and there were 
rumors that another negro in jail from 
Hickman 
county, charged 
with the 
same offense, would be lynched, but 
ft was understood that he had been 
spirited away. 
Mathis was carried upstairs in the 
big court room 
before 
Judge Bugg. 
who was in readiness, and at 7:15 
o’clock the Jury had been selected and 
sworn in. 
Th© judge then asked the 
negro if he had anything to say. 
He 
said: 
“I want some one to pray for 
me." 
The court appointed W. S. Foy. a 
local attorney, to represent the de­ 
fendant, and after a minute or two In 
consultation it was agreed that Mathis 
should plead guilty. 
W hen.the judge asked him. “guilty 
or not guilty?” he responded ‘‘guilty.’’ 
The jurors were ordered to their 
room, and after being out twenty m in-1 
utes, they returned with a verdict ’ 
of guilty, fixing punishment at death.

Negro W ho Attacked Young Lady Shot 
In Front of Her Home. 
Atlanta, Aug. I.—Floyd Carmichael. 
a negro about twenty-two years old, 
who was identified by Miss Annie 
Poole of Lakewood, a suburb of Atlan­ 
ta. was shot in front of the Poole res­ 
idence In sight of his victim Tuesday 
afternoon by a posse which had cap­ 
tured him. 
After he had been shot 
I there were cries of “burn him,” but 
' the county police, arriving at this time, 
prevented such action. 
About IO o’clock Tuesday morning, 
while returning 
from 
a visit to a 
neighbor, Miss Annie Poole, fifteen 
: years old. daughter of J. L. L. Poole, 
was attacked by the negro and chok­ 
ed Into unconsciousness.

tured and brought into Miss Poole's 
| presence, who Immediately Identified 
him. 
A volley of shots rang out and 
I the negro fell dead.

New Orleans, Aug. I.—That box cars 
with chalk signs written op them were 
the origin of the story of posters de 
daring death to foreigners distributed 
throughout Mexico is the statement of 
George Holmes, representing the St. 
Louis and Memphis Investment com 
pany, in New Orleans on his return 
from a trip through nearly every state 
is Mexico. 
"This talk of danger to Americans 
’n Mexico is absolute foolishness,” Mr 
Holmes said. 
"The only place where 
there is the least chance of trouble Is 
in the state of Sonora, where condi­ 
tions have been unsettled for several 
years. 
It is true President Diaz sent 
for the governor of Sonora and eau 
Honed him to use every precaution on 
Sept. 16. 
I am able to give as true a 
statement about the alleged posters 
declaring all Americans in the country 
would be killed Sept. 16 if they do not 
leave the country before that. 
I am 
traveling through the country continu 
ously. 
As is well known, the organi 
zation of railroad employes, which is 
antagonistic to members of this asso­ 
ciation, wrote on various box cars in 
large letters in Chattanooga: 
‘Death 
to the Gringoes on Sept. 16.’ 
Rail 
roads, of course, scattered these cars 
all over the republic, and this gave 
rise to the poster story.
